Mayor Card well of East Orange and 
several members of the Olty Council 
recently went to Atlanta, Ga., to loepect 
tbe garbage crematory ta operation In 
that olty. 

A* garbage cremation li a matter that 
Is eoon to came up for consideration here, 
a brief description of wbat the Eaat Or¬ 
ange visitors saw In Atlanta will be of 
general Interest. 

Tbe garbage Incinerator, as It Is 
oaiied tn Atlanta, Is located close to the 
business centre of tbe city, and only a 
few hundred yards from tbe new TJolon 
Depot. No complaints of it have come 
from the railroad officials, and they 
would be ready to protest at anything 
giving them or their passengers any 
annoyance. Tbe site Is tbe same as that 
of tbe second and third brick furnaces. 
The present depot Is a new one, and the 
second Letter furnace antedated It, so 
that possible complaint cannot be used 
as a basis of comparison. The other 
neighbors made frequeut protests, how¬ 
ever, at the odors emanating from it. 
At all events, the present Incinerator Is 
qo nuisance to arty one, and even In and 
about the plant no odor was noticeable, 
except when one happened to be close to 
a loaded incoming cart. 

Tbe furnace la of steel; tbe stack, as- 
far up as the roof of the building, and 
the side furnace walls, being tjrtck-llned. 
The Inside dimensions of tbe furnace 
are: 10 feet .wide, 14 fett long and 12 
feet high. 

Tbe material burned Is mixed refuse, 
thut Is, kitchen garbage, rubblab, boxes, 
barrels, and, occasionally, a little ma¬ 
nure, • The bulk of the manure, the; 
night soil, street sweepings and ashes 
are not burned la Atlanta, but are car* 
tied out of the olty. -> j 

Up to the first of July no fuel, other 
than the coal In tbe fume cremator, 
was used—the waste material furnish, 
lng all the heat necessary for its owq 
combustion. During July it was found 
necessary to use cord wood on tbe lowe^ 
grate, about 2# cords per day. This 
oondltlon extended decroaslngly through 
August, (which jwas due to the melon 
season. f ] 

^ Mr. Jentzeu, the oblef inspector of tb4 
Health ^Department, saluted the j&Mr 
Orange visitors that it was uaual^durlDg 
tbe season to colleot eight to ten loads * 
day In tbe negro districts, of practically 
nothing but watermelon rinds. These 
the Incinerator dries and burns com* 
'pletely. The same'gentleman told the 
visitors that be, had seen In one day 
seventeen two-borse cart-loads, or over 
500 bushels, of condemned potatoes 
dumped Into the Incinerator, and that 
not a fragmeut of anything in the ashes 
betrayed the faot. Every potato was 
dried aDd completely burned. 

During tie months that no fuel was 
necessary In the furnace the cost of 
operation was about fourteen coats per 
ton of refuse consumed. During July 
It was thirty cents, and for August It 
was not expected to average over twenty 
cents. • This would make the average 
for the year only Blxteefi cents per too. 

The repair lt«h» has, *eo far, been ex¬ 
tremely Sow. The only thing needing 
'repair has been the concrete floor that 
Is lmmedlntrly over the furnace. There 
seems to bo no other part of the fur*" 
oaee that oonid wear out or give way, 
owtug to the care tai«n In adapting 
every part to Its function. 

During the East Orange party’s stay 
at tue Incinerator a wagon load of con¬ 
demned liver was burned up. A few 
daye previous about 2,800 pounds of con¬ 
demned sausage was consumed; also a 
dead horse weighing 1,300 pounds. It 
only took two hours to consume the 
animat. -I 

Tbe Mayor and Coonelimen were fa¬ 
vorably Impressed with the Atlanta 
plant. They are fully convinced tbut 
tbe Decaiie Incinerator is the plant Jqr 
East Orange. The Atlanta plant, with a 
capacity of 200 tons a day, cost $31,(100, 
exclusive of the building, which dost 
about $5,000. The amount of garbage 
collected la East Orange In the summer 
does not exceed twenty-fivS tons a day.
